M = firmer tone developed for English wheat and forward deliveries com- 


manded sizeable premiums, 


A moderate general demand for most grades 


of malting barleys with prices of feeding working higher and premium rates 


were realized for deliveries ahead 


Beans and peas held steady to firm with home-milled bran dearer. 


Oats also took a firmer turn with a better enquiry. 


Oilcakes, on the 


other hand, met a quiet demand at mostly lower rates. 


The country demand for English wheat 
showed some expansion recently and with 
French new crop wheats rather too dear for 
the U.K, go ey prices of domestic qualities 
moved to her price levels. Offers on the 
London market were less pressing and with 
millers more receptive, business was effected 
in the soft varieties at 20s to 20s 3d per cwt, 
delivered. 

Hard samples stood at 21s to 21s 3d. Good 
dry feeding wheats were traded at 19s 9d to 
20s. Premium prices were paid for delivery 
ahead and for milling the price of 22s, de- 
livered November, was mentioned. 

According to the September official report, 
the yield per acre in England and Wales was 


slightly below the previous month’s estimate

Enguiries for native malting barley, 
although not large, still covered most grades, 
with underlying steadiness appearing where 
quality lots were concerned. For the few 
fine lots the valuation ranged from 24s to 
25s 6d per cwt, delivered, with medium to 
good samples at 21s 3d to 22s. Lower malt- 
ing grades varied from 19s 6d to 20s 6d and 
for processing lots around 19s was asked. 
Prices of feeding varieties moved firmer, with 
immediate delivery making from 18s 6d to 
19s and premiums up to 20s for delivery at 
the end of the year. 


Out of Line 

Enquiries for English oats were somewhat 
better and for milling qualities prices varied 
from 19s 3d to 19s 9d with feeding lots taken 
up at 18s 6d to 19s per cwt, delivered. New 
crop Scottish feeding oats were showing but 
at the moment prices were a little out of 
line with English. 

A fair enquiry was noted for English winter 
beans as also for old crop tic beans at steady 
prices. But there was little interest in new 
crop 

The supply of wheatfeed was still short 
and with the sustained demand it would be 
a little while before the arrears of delivery 
could be overtaken. Meanwhile, the price 
for ordinary bran moved up by 10s per ton. 

Although the demand for oileakes from 
consumers was still slow even at lower prices 





the improvement in native feeding grains 
created a more optimistic outlook for future 
business 

Fairly liberal offerings of grass meal were 
still in evidence on the London market but 
reflecting the recent dry spell, a large pro- 
portion of the supply consisted of the lower 
grades.

Five New Ryegrasses 
Announced 


IVE new grasses—all tetraploid—were 

announced last week by Messrs. a 
Johnson & Son, Ltd., of Boston, in associa- 
tion with the Dutch plant breeders, Messrs. 
van der Have. A representative of the com- 
pany said that this was the first time that 
tetraploid grasses (those with twice the num- 


| ber of chromosomes as ordinary grasses) had 


been offered in commercial quantities in Bri- 
tain. A feature of tetraploids was their heavier 
production and thicker, broader leaves, 

The five are a Westerwolth ryegrass Billion, 
an Italian ryegrass Tetrone, three perennials, 
Taptoe (late hay type), Reveille (early hay 
type) and Petra (pasture). 

Tetrone is said to have good wintering 
characteristics and to be an outstandingly 
heavy producer in summer, Billion has 
shown an advantage in later cuts and autumn 
greenness

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‘FIRMER TONE FOR BEEF 


AND LAMB—RETURNS GOOD 


OR the second week in succession, lamb prices in the auction rings have held. 
Last week this happened despite a consistent increase in numbers forward. 


In 


the previous week a slight drop in entries eased the pressure on the market. 
This steadier trend for lambs has occurred at a price level of nearly 1s 8d Ib for light 
lambs, about 2d higher than the lowest point in the slump of 1959. But prices in that 
year did not rise out of the trough until mid-October. 


However, wholesale prices of English lamb 
at Smithfield market rose last week by about 
ld per Ib—the third week in which that had 
happened. So this points to firmer prices 
being maintained at least for this week. 

Adding the guarantee of 1s 63d, average 
total returns last week for light lambs came 
to 3s 23d Ib and that for heavyweights to 
about 3s. These were the best yet since the 
main part of the lamb selling season com- 
menced in early July. 

The market price increases gained momen- 
tum up to Friday when rates rose 5s to 7s. 
Saturday trade was more variable. 

There was a decidedly firmer tone in the 
beef market. Average auction rates rose by

Reserves Still Set 
at a High Level 


ANY farms have still been failing to 

reach reserve prices at auction. But 
with a few still making good prices, 
sellers have been encouraged to continue 
to set their reserves at a fairly high level. 
Holdings which continued to make rea- 
sonable prices have been those with in- 
vestment value and small properties 
bought more for residential purposes. 
Prices per acre are not a good guide to 
agricultural value on farms of less than 
about 100 acres.

Bring Opportunities 


ITH the price of many property shares now standing at nearly half their 
previous peak, the question immediately crops up as to whether the 
price levels reached at the height of the boom were completely un- 

realistic. However, before attempting any answer it is well worth having a brief 
look at the background conditions that preceded a boom, which started as far 
back as the mid-fifties and reached its height earlier this year. 


There is no doubt whatever that con- 
fidence in current land prices is the very 
foundation on which property shares 
values are based. Yet, while iand values 
have been rising more or less without 


pause since the end of the war, property | 
shares themselves were very much in the | 


doldrums until 1955 or so. 


Impending Decontrol 


It was at this point that the farsighted 
—and, ignoring hindsight, also those 
prepared to accept a certain element of 
political risk—realized that impending 
rent decontrol would put the stock market 
valuation of property shares completely 
out of line with underlying revenue 
earning power. 

This consideration applied with par- 
ticular force to the residential property 
owners. But, of course, one section of 
the property market is bound to in- 
fluence the rest. Moreover, so far as 
shop, business and office premises were 
concerned, there was a huge backlog 
of development that had been virtually 
impossible to initiate during the post- 
war era, 


Added to which, the endeavours of 
leading chain stores and similar groups to 
acquire choice sites soon helped to push 
property prices up even further. 

Such then was the background. With 
the passing of the 1957 Rent Act, the 
ordinary investor began to realize the ob- 
vious potential in the property share mar- 
ket and prices moved up sharply. From 
1959 onwards there was a succession of 





new issues coming to the market, which 
not only kept the investor happy, but 
whetted his appetite for more. 

But while there were at times minor 
pauses, prices went steadily ahead until 
the end of May this year. 

What began as a reaction, following the 
heavy speculative position which had been 
built in April and early May, snowballed. 
The reason was that, what had started as 
a purely technical setback, also happened 
to coincide with a marked feeling that all 
was not well with the economic situation 
generally. At the same time were heard 
the first rumours that an official directive 
might go out to banks, insurance com- 
panies and similar institutions, requesting 
them to slow down on advancing further 
funds for property development. 

This has, of course, now come about. 
But in any case the rumours were enough. 


High Gearing 

One of the most attractive features of 
investing in a property company is the 
large “gearing” element in the capital 
structure. By this I mean that the ratio 
of risk capital (in the form of ordinary 
shares) to fixed interest secured loan 
capital is high and much more so than 
would be the case with a normal commer- 
cial or industrial enterprise. So that what 
looks a modest enough return can turn out 
very lucrative indeed for equity share- 
holders. 

Now that the credit squeeze is actually 
with us two schools of thought—in

marked opposition I} might add—have 
arisen. On the one hand there are the 
cynics who point out that the time lag 
between the hint of official action and its 
implementation left plenty of time for 
adequate finance to be fixed up. 
However, others feel that in any 
event most of the glamour kad al- 
ready departed from property shares 
and that the latest restrictions can only 
accelerate this feeling. 

However, the general feeling is that the 
present restrictions might not 6e too pro- 
longed and for major development groups 
such as Capital and Counties, City Ceuta, 
City of London Real Property and Ham- 
merson Property (which only last week 
announced that it had arranged £15m 
additional long-term finance) there should 
be no great problems for the moment. 

Moreover, it must be borne in mind 
that the Bank of England’s directive does 
not preclude further loans for investment 
purposes, so there will still remain scope 
for increasing the gearing factor. Many 
of the well-established investment com- 
panies such as Property and Investment 
Holding, Regional Property, Law Land 
and Haleybridge Investment return yields 
of between 4 per cent and 5 per cent and 
have yet to reap the full benefit of rent 
decontrol. 

Therefore, I feel that while the present 
credit squeeze is calculated to give head- 
aches for many managements, it is likely 
also to provide plenty of opportunities for 
investors.

The Aer bis: in Fat Stock 





«s ee OMETHING has to be regular supplies of well-matched animals, 
done in the world of fat 
stock marketing. Over 


the past five months lamb 
prices have slipped steadily 
at nearly 14d per Ib per 
week. Last week the aver- 
age at markets was around 
ls 7d lb (and what a de- 
pressing figure just when 
the National Lambing Competitions highlight 
the peerless job our top flockmasters do). The 
guarantee was just about the same as the mar- 
ket quotation. 


For beef, the average price for England and Wales 
was around 105s cwt and a guarantee payment 
of about 50s is required to give the producer 
a modest return. 


Let anyone who thinks the producer need not 
worry overmuch at these figures, take note that 
fat stock subsidy payments cost £30.6m from 
April to July this year compared with £15.9m 
in the same period of 1960. For both cattle 
and sheep the subsidy trebled, pigs decreasing 
slightly. 

No wonder there are ominous whispers in White- 
hall of the need to bring more sharply home to 
the producer the realities of the market place. 
But then, in stepping up beef output, the pro- 
ducer has only done as the Government asked. 

Such is the depressing situation. Let us admit 
it is easier by far to set out the facts than to 
suggest a remedy. 


At The Mercy Of All 


Far too much fat stock is still almost chucked on 
the market and sold for what buyers, sometimes 
a mere handful, will bid. The seller of penny 
packets of assorted stock, urgently wanting the 
money to keep creditors quiet, is too much at 
the mercy of any ringside. Alone he can’t 
really do much to improve quality and offer 


whether at the market or direct on dead weight. 

While it is debatable whether a full marketing 
board is possible without control of imports, in 
other spheres neighbours are acting together as 
groups to co-ordinate supplies and strengthen 
their hands as sellers. Why not in fat stock? 
Such bodies of producers are in a position to 
make contracts: they can hold off supplies or 
cold store during seasonal gluts—though, of 
course, unrestricted imports can make nonsense 
of any such action by home feeders. 

Now for the other side of the penny. Home killed 
red meat is sold in just as haphazard a way as 
the live animal off the farm. There is little or 
no attempt to grade and identify joints or to 
stimulate demand—though even this is of 
doubtful value until the product is identifiable. 
It might merely sell more imported. 


The Butcher Prospers 


In the present supply situation the butcher piu - 
pers. He is able to buy cheap, but does net 
reduce shop prices correspondingly. He prefeis 
to average over the year. 

From markets come complaints that buyers are 
sometimes so few that no effective competition 
exists. In some instances, allegations go fur- 
ther. But it is by no means impossible to set 
up a producers’ organization with a retail out- 
let (for the lack of which the F.M.C. has 
failed to fulfil a function many expected of it). 
Such an organization would be in a position not 
only to stimulate competition but to gain a 
share of the lush profits which some butchers 
are making. In other words, throw down a 
challenge. 

In such directions must we think if a way is to be 
found out of the present bewildering situation. 
A plan for meat, designed to put stability into 
the market, is believed to be the next secret 
weapon in the N.F.U. armoury. It can’t come 
a day too soon.

Target Prices — Not 
For Growers 


C"stie. thinking about Common Market proposals for agriculture 


is rife. 


I was glad to hear that Mr. Winegarten, Chief Economist 


of the N.F.U., made it quite clear to his audience at Leamington 
last week that target prices are by no means the same thing as guaranteed prices. 
This is a point on which many people have been misled and, in my opinion, 
it is high time they took off their rose-coloured spectacles. 


As I understand it these target 
prices—for cereals, sugar and milk— 
which the Commission propose are 
really wholesale prices at major 
centres of consumption. And, to use 
Mr. Winegarten’s words they are ex- 
pected to be “only approximately 
achieved.” 


Deductions 


To get some idea of the pro- 
ducers’ prices you have got to take 
off transport and handling costs and, 
I suppose, some administrative costs 
for the “ Board” or authority govern- 
ing the particular product. 

I believe the suggestion is that the 
Authority should step in if producers 
prices fall very significantly below the 
target price—but what is meant by 
“very significantly”? It seems, too, 
that revenue for such a situation would 
come from a levy imposed on pro- 
ducers! 


Only Proposals 





Mr. Winegarten seemed to 
think that target prices might be on the 
high side and tend to lead to surpluses. 
Wheat for example, was likely to be 
put well above our present guarantee 
price here. 

But the important thing to remem- 
ber right now, as Britain prepares to 
negotiate, is that much that we hear 
about the Common Market is still in 
the form of proposals drawn up by 
the Commission. Very few of these 
proposals have yet been ratified by the 
Council of Ministers and many of 
them are causing as much heart 
searching and headache in countries 
of the Six as they are-here in Britain. 


Oh, Our Railways! f 


RANSIT of mere by rail in 

harvest must surely be re- 
garded as priority. But apparently this 
is not so with British Railways. Per- 
haps their employees are so far 
removed from the realities of life that 
they have overlooked the facts that the 
loaf comes from wheat: beer comes 
from barley; and milk, partly from 
oats.

I always envy as a model farmer on 
some of the country’s best land, tells 
me that this will be his worst harvest 
ever. 
No wonder the poor old chalk is so 
popular these days! 


A Bit of String 


VERY inseminator, I am 

told, has farms on his round 
which he visits reluctantly, knowing 
that, even if he finds that the cow 
needing inseminating is tied up, the 
chance that it will be accurately identi- 
fied is slender. If he is lucky there 
might be a bit of string tied to its tail, 
or soap, towel and a bucket of water 
standing behind it in the shed as a 
pointer.

Vets in U.S.A., Scandinavia and Europe generally, where meat 
inspection was carried out by them, looked askance at our almost medieval 
ways, he said. Meat from Britain that had not passed a veterinary examination 
would be untouchable so far as the Six countries were concerned. 


Mr, Jennings asked: “How long will 
those in power cause the profession to be 
divorced from its rightful place in regard 
tO meat inspection? ” 

With the profession’s ever-increasing 
emphasis on disease control how could it 
be aware of many diseases or judge pro- 
gress in their control if it was denied the 
post-mortem examination of its patients? 


Enough Vets. 


It could never be argued that there 
were not enough vets to carry out the 
work, went on Mr. Jennings, “ Scotland 
can do it. Why can’t England and Wales? 

“We recognize the excellent work done 
by lay inspectors in the routine examina- 
tion of carcases but the interpretation of 
Lo geenygons findings must be in the hands 
- vets, and I am glad to say that the 

N.F.U. holds precisely the same view 
and is prepared to press for veterinary 
meat inspection throughout the country.”

Disease-free Pigs 
A Possibility 


OR highly efficient pig production 

it was no longer sufficient to have 
pigs that were free from clinically ob- 
vious diseases, said Mr. A. O. Betts, 
of Cambridge University School of 
Veterinary Medicine, in a paper on 
“ pathogen-free ” pigs for research and 
practical control of pig diseases. It 
was also becoming necessary to have 
freedom from those diseases which 
only became manifest by their effects 
on productivity. 
Widespread in U.S.A. 

The practice of removing unborn pigs 
from the uterus in a microbiologically 
sterile way and rearing them away from 
possible infection was described by Mr. 
Betts, who said that although it was just 
beginning in the U.K., re-population of 
farms with such pigs was widespread in 
U.S.A. 

The pigs were produced at licensed 
veterinary centres and returned at four 
weeks to farms that had been emptied of 
pigs, cleaned, disinfected and left vacant 
for four to six weeks. 

The reduced disease level on these 
farms appeared to have resulted in appre- 
ciably higher performance. 

Mr. Betts went on to say that there 
were good prospects of swine re-popula- 
tion succeeding in this country if steps 
were taken to ensure that pigs coming 


from primary production centres were free 
from disease and that the status of 
“minimal disease” pigs on farms was 
maintained. 

At present there were at least four com- 
mercial companies formed to produce pigs 
by hysterectomy or other means for the 
re-population of farms. 

If the procedure succeeded under the 
somewhat haphazard conditions of pig 
husbandry in U.S.A. it could be even 
more successful on progressive pig 
farms here. 

But the future would depend largely 
on the steps taken now, and there seemed 
to be a strong case for legislation along 
the lines of that governing A.I. centres. 

Under such legislation each primary 
production centre would be licensed by 
the Ministry and would be subject to cer- 
tain conditions. 


Control Scheme 

A control scheme for pigs on re-popu- 
lated farms would be difficult to operate, 
controversial and expensive but it would 
be essential if swine re-population was to 
succeed 

Mr. Betts thought that it appeared to 
have considerable potential value for the 
pig industry of this country. If it suc- 
ceeded in reducing the disease burden of 
the national pig herd it could lead to 
radically different and more intensive 
methods of pig husbandry.

It was argued that such a service would 
mean that the stock owner would not re- 
ceive the same attention for his animals, 
but this was a most unfair reflection on 
those who already worked in a whole- 
time capacity.

Amalgamation 

A large number of group practices 
might amalgamate in a defined area of the 
country to form a Board, on which the 
Ministry would be represented. It would 
have its own central hospital and equip- 
ment and might arrange a per capita fee 
on all farm animals with the _ local 
branches of the N.F.U. 

Each Board would have a representative 
on a Central Co-ordinating Board. 

Mr. Jennings advised: “It would be 
wise for the profession to hold priority 
discussions on its future in the coming 
year. 

“There is no reason why it should 
struggle with many difficulties and 
merely trust or fear that one day some 
organization might thrust a nationalized 
veterinary service upon it overnight.”

“No Minerals ad lib” 


TENDENCY existed to think that a compound mineral mixture should 
be offered ad lib. to stock as an insurance policy, said Dr. Ruth Allcroft, 
of the Central Veterinary Laboratory, Weybridge, in a paper on the use 


and misuse of mineral supplements. 


A balance or imbalance of 


inorganic 


elements could have a profound effect on the health of an animal and therefore 
mineral mixtures should not be used indiscriminately. 


Dr. Allcroft advised that when a defi- 
ciency was suspected, confirmation should 
be obtained before mineral supplementa- 
tion was advised. 

The speaker presented evidence to 
indicate the inter-relationships and com- 
plexities of metabolism of some of the 
commoner minerals frequently used in 
mixtures and added to pelleted feeds. 

The two elements which, in excess, 
appeared to be potentially most harm- 
ful were calcium and copper. There 
seemed to be sound reasons why recom- 
mendations for the administration of 
copper to ruminants should be limited 
to scientific advisers and in particular 
to the veterinary profession who were 
able to make accurate diagnoses and 
administer therapeutic but non-toxic 
doses. 

Dr. Allcroft had this 
various minerals : 

CALCIUM: No benefit was derived 
from the excesses of calcium frequently 
provided for dairy cows and there was 
growing evidence that it could limit 
absorption or affect the utilization of 
other elements to the harm of the animal. 

MAGNESIUM: Even though the pro- 
phylactic dose for different classes of 
stock is well known to the vet, it may 
not be to the farmer who buys what he 
thinks is a suitable “ tetany mixture,” but 
which, in fact, contains inadequate 
magnesium, 

IRON: It is suggested 
that if fattening pigs are 
to realize their full 
potential they must have 

a sufficiency of iron and 
if the diet is high in 
calcium carbonate their 
requirement for iron is 
increased. 

MANGANESE: More 
experimental work is 
necessary to clear up

In the mean- 
time, field reports of abnormalities related 
to deficiencies or excesses in the diet should 
be examined critically and cautiously. 

COPPER: This supplement should be 
given to sheep in this country only during 
pregnancy for prevention of swayback in 
their lambs. An adequate and safe dose 
is most easily administered by injection 
of suitable copper compounds. 

SELENIUM: Steps should be taken to 
prohibit its use in mineral mixtures, as 
an additive in compound foodstuffs or as 
a fertilizer for top dressing, but these 
precautions should not hinder investiga- 
tions into its possible beneficial effect on 
live stock, 


Quality Veal 


Increasing 


APID development of a quality 

veal trade is being hampered be- 
cause 40lb bobby calf carcases are 
allowed to be sold as veal, said Mr. 
J. Wilson. But home production of 
quality veal was slowly increasing and 
was tentatively estimated at 400 fat 
calves a week. 

Mr. Wilson pointed out that quality 
veal was still considered a luxury, with 
the main trade centred on Smithfield 
market But a number of provincial 
butchers were gradually building up a 
steady trade 

About half our total imports come from 
Holland and over 2,500 tons came from 
that country in 1960. 


Essential Requirements 

Mr. Wilson described the essential re- 
quirement for quality veal as a well- 
tleshed carcase carrying a thin layer of fat 
over the rump, back and shoulders and 
weighing between 120]b and 160lb. 

The speaker added that production 
costs in the Netherlands did not differ 
greatly from our own, so there was no 
reason why we should not compete 
successfully with their export trade to 
this country. 

The average purchase price of Dutch 
calves of ~ bigger type was between £12 
and £13. Food consumption was about 
3cwr per calf, giving a total cost of about 
£30. 

To provide a profitable return these 
top-quality calves must make at least £35 
on the English market and on present 
prices this was barely possible. 


EARLY WEANED LAMBS

High productivity in a sheep enterprise 


tended to result from a combination of 
high prolificacy and high stocking rates. 
There were difficulties in this combination 
and it might be that the complete separa- 
tion of ewes and their lambs could provide 
the basis of a solution. 


Long Distances 

The paper suggested that if ewes and 
lambs were separated to provide them 
with different environments, considerable 
distances might be involved. 

An example was the possibility of sus- 
taining an intensive- breeding flock on 
the hills and rearing the progeny on the 
lo xvlan ds. 

Stocking rates of young lambs of up 
to 36 to the acre had presented no prob- 
lems at Hurley in a relatively worm- 
free environment but this might not be 
the case in other circumstances. 
Finally the paper emphasized that there 

was at present little justification for the 
early weaning of lambs that could be 
fattened by the ewe within existing farm- 
ing systems.

It is felt that this could still be done as 
many of the last calf crop are as yet un- 
vaccinated against foot-and-mouth. 

If the total amount that has been allo- 
cated for 30 calves had been offered for 
fewer—say 20—it is believed that more 
suitable bulls would have been obtained 
for the experimental importation. 


The feeling is that the “ second best ” 
bulls may well defeat the object of the 
experiment and lead to the waste of 
the not inconsiderable sum which is to 
be spent. 

At least three members of the British 
contingent in Vichy want to import 
Charollais heifers. Their view is that with 
the tremendous international interest in 
the breed (about 20 countries were repre- 
sented at Vichy) there is great scope for

This appraisal of irrigation was made by 
Professor Winston Strong, Professor of 
and Irrigation at Fresno State 
College, California, U.S.A., at a Bury St. 
Edmunds, Suffolk, conference sponsored 
by Wright Rain, Ltd. 

“In the States we are beginning to 
reckon that without irrigation we cannot 
compete.” Trends in America, he said, 
were towards smaller sprinklers with 
lower gallonage per acre, shorter spacings 
and more frequent application. 

Prospects of making more water avail- 
able for irrigation were discussed by Mr. 
Eric Hoare, now officer-in-charge of the 
New South Wales Irrigation Station, but 
previously at the N.A.LE., Silsoe, Beds. 

In view of the increasing difficulty of 
abstracting surface water, he felt farmers 
in the eastern areas of England could con- 
sider methods of “water harvesting” 
used in Australia. 

Australian farmers were prepared to 
devote “a fair amount of the farm” to 
collect and store water.

“This is the most successful thing 
we have had on the farm,” Mr. Dug- 
dale said. The plant was built in 
1957/58; to-day it would, in part, be 
eligible for grant aid under the Farm 
Improvement Scheme. 


Features of the installation are a pre- 
cleaner with 7 tons per hour capacity; 
two 25-ton pre-storing bins, an oil-fired 
drier capable of extracting 5 per cent 
moisture from 4 tons of grain per hour, 
a dresser, and 12 Crittall bins giving a 
total storage capacity of 700 tons. 

Speaking of these features, Mr. C. 
Cowley, County machinery officer, under- 
lined the importance of having a pre- 
cleaner of sufficient capacity so that it 
did not create a bottleneck in the system 

The dresser can be brought into the cir- 
cuit in a number of ways. It is found 
particularly useful to use after the drier 
to take off the dust before the grain goes 
into the storage bins. 

Conveyors are geared to move grain 
at 6 tons per hour and off-loading into 
bulk tankers can be done at 10 to 12 
tons per hour.

Now Ultrasonic Tests Can Help Assess 
Pig’s Lean Meat Content 


RITAIN’S pig industry took a stride ahead of its rivals last week. For the 
first time in Europe a farmer had four gilts ultrasonically tested under an 
official scheme to assess the lean meat content “on the hoof.” The honour 

went to Landrace breeder, Mr. J. A. F. Wilson, Ringstead Farm, Ashwell, Herts, 
and this new service will operate in Bucks, Herts, Middlesex and Essex—run by 
the Pig Industry Development Authority. 


Under this scheme, P.I.D.A. aims at 
testing between 3,000 and 4,000 gilts a 
year for farmers. The service will cost 
30s a visit, plus 3s 6d for each pig 
measured. 

Taking out the technicalities, the 
ultrasonic echo-sounding instrument 
works on the same principles as 

ASDIC, the wartime device for detect- 

ing submarines. 

A soundwave is beamed through several 
points “fore and aft” the pig. This im- 
pulse is “ bounced” back from the layer 
of lean meat, and, by reading the varia- 
tions in the line on a dial (pictured on the 
right) the operator can assess the total 
amount of lean meat. 

There is, at present, only one machine 
—costing £500 and with a life of around 
two years. But, say P.I.D.A. officials, the

At the Ringstead test, six pigs had the 
soundwave treatment—quite painless— 
and two light pigs varied by about two 
per cent (14lb) in lean meat content, the 
medium by five per cent (63lb), and the 
heavy ones by three per cent (54Ib).

U P to 1,000 intensively housed feeding 
pigs are kept on Messrs, T. Manners 
& Sons (Farms), Ltd.’s Thornton Hall 
Farm at Piercebridge, Co. Durham, and 
the dung and urine all pass through 
the slats into deep channels. The channels 
are baffied on the Sterovec principle, 
a system which ensures adequate mixing 
of the solids and liquids. 

From these channels the liquid manure, 
without any additional water, runs down 

9in glazed earthenware pipe to an 
underground 15,000 gallon capacity tank 

It takes some ten days to fill the 15,000 
gallon tank, above which is a 400 gallon 
metal tank, erected high enough to ac- 
commodate the tractor-drawn 500 gallon 
tanker-spreader underneath for filling 
purposes. 

This high-level tank is filled by an 
electrically driven pump. When this top 
tank is full, the liquid manure returns via 
an overflow to the underground tank. 
This pump is left running during spread- 
ing Operations. 

Here is the routine for spreading which 
occupies on average one full day in every 
ten. The tanker is drawn underneath the

gallons per acre. Last year, the straw from 
the combine was chopped with a forage 
harvester and 8,000 gallons per acre was 
applied before ploughing for potatoes.

The 
more easily handled liquid manure took 
the place of the usual solid farmyard 
manure. The usual dressing of 10cwt of 
8/9/20 chemical fertilizer was given. 

Roots from the crop of Record potatoes 
due for lifting within a few weeks are at 
least up to standard. So far, anything 
above 2,000 gallons per acre on grass 
makes it unpalatable. 

There is no doubt as to the value of 
the sludge. It is only the quantities which 
need deciding.

is built around an old Ransomes toolbar from scrap material. The 
idea behind the machine is to cut labour costs, and to keep the 
bulbs deep enough to rotary cultivate the soil for weed control 


during the 
years. 

Originally, Mr. Cave 
needed four women to 
sow one acre per day in 
his four-acre patch. of 
daffodils. Now, two 
women and a tractor 
driver can plant three 
acres in an eight-hour 
working day. 

A 6cwt capacity hop- 
per holds the bulbs, 
which are gravity fed on 
two conveyor belts 
located either side of the 
hopper. These are driven 
by chain and sprocket 
from the depth control 
wheels’ axle. 

The belts feed directly 


| into two 12in-deep coul- 
| ters, 


which can be ad- 
justed for varying row 
widths. However, it is 
normal to leave them at 
a distance of 28in apart. 

Each belt is 54in wide 
with 30in centres. When 
they are kept full during 
work, the machine plants 
some 27 chain lengths of 
row per full hopper. The 
two operators sit opposite 
the appropriate conveyor 
belt and make sure the 
belt is kept completely 


| covered.

A Shambles 


Speaking after the meeting at which it 
was agreed to send the telegram, Mr. C.

He has a yield, say, of 32cwt, which gives 
him just over £27 an acre. 

“Taking a pessimistic point of view 
and assuming that the acreage payment 
will be about the same as last year (i.e., 
about £10), then the early seller will get 
a deficiency of about £9 per acre (£10 
less 9d cwt deduction for the first period). 

“So the total return is £27 plus £9, 
or £36 an acre.

Re-elected to the General Council of 
the T.U.C. was Mr. Harold Collison, 
general secretary of the N.U.A.W.

F the price of food rises as a result of British entry into the Common Market, 


the trade unions will demand compensatory wage increases. 


This was not 


said as bluntly as that at the Trades Union Congress which has just ended 
here, but every trade union leader with whom I discussed the problem was 


emphatic that this would be the case. 

It was also implicit in the General 
Council’s statement that “they would 
judge any agreement by the test of how 
it would affect the well-being of work- 
people.” 

While approving in principle the 
Government’s decision to negotiate con- 
ditions for British entry into the Com- 
mon Market, the T.U.C. made it clea 
it was not committing itself until the 
outcome of the negotiations were known. 


There were some trade union leaders 
who expressed the view that Britain 
should have nothing to do with the Com- 
mon Market at all. 


Not Acceptable 

But there was uflanimous agreement 
that the present provisions of the Rome 
Treaty would be unacceptable. 

The T.U.C. welcomed the Govern- 
ment’s assurances that any agreement 
would be dependent on Britain securing 
satisfactory terms for British agriculture

Mr. Johnstone said he believed that 
production would increase for three 
reasons : 

1. The increase in premiums. 

2. Distributors wanted to make up the 

margins lost by the disappearance 
of the T.T, grade. 
If turnover could not be raised by 
increasing production it could be 
done by changing to Channel Island 
milk. 

Increased production would help all 
milk producers, said Mr. Johnstone. For 
example, if a producer selling about 15,000 
gallons a year changed to Channel Island, 
he would increase his gross return from 

£2,200 to £2,650 for the same gallonage. 


More for Manufacture 

If on the other hand, to raise his gross 
return by £450, he increased his ordinary 
milk by 3,000 gallons, it would inflate the 
total used for very low category manu- 
facture at about Is per gallon realization 
value. 

The solution to higher production lay in 


the movement of cattle to form new herds 
in the areas where the milk was scarce, 
the midlands and the north. But first pro- 


| ducers must be convinced that there were 


a sound market, a reasonable profit and 
satisfactory cattle available. 


To do this Q.M.P., together with the 
Milk Board, distributors-and producers, 
was making arrangements to hold a con- 
ference in the midlands to demonstrate 
Channel Island herds in commercial 
conditions and to discuss marketing and 
profit problems. 

Q.M.P. was also seeing that suitable 
calves were reared for supply to the mid- 
lands and the north; and another possi- 
bility in those areas was to permit a pro- 
ducer to have a “split” contract. Under 
this he would not be required at first to 
have a whole herd of Channel Island 
cattle, but he must keep the milk separate. 

In this way a producer could have three 
or four’ years to change over his herd 
without losing the premium on_ the 
Channel Island milk he was producing 
meanwhile.

policies on full employment, free move- 
ment of labour, social standards and the 
measures which national Governments 
would be able to adopt to deal with 
balance of payments crises. 


Mr. Collison Said... 

At the end of the Congress, I talked 
about these matters with Mr, Harold 
Collison, General Secretary of the 
National Union of Agricultural Workers, 
who had just been re-elected to the 
General Council of the T.U.C. and is a 
member of its economic committee. 

Mr. Collison said his union was 
opposed to British entry into the Com- 
mon Market on the basis of the Rome 
Treaty as it stands because that would 
mean the virtual abandonment of the 1947 
and 1957 Agriculture Acts. But it was 
not adopting a rigid attitude and would 
await the outcome of the negotiations. 


Pressure of Surpluses 

In an Executive Committee statement, 
however, the N.U.A.W. point out thar, 
while rejecting the terms of the Rome 
Treaty, “it has to be recognized that if 
Britain does not associate herself with the 
Six in some way the pressures on the 
home market caused by the export of 
agricultural surpluses could make it very 
difficult to maintain support for British 
agriculture in its present form.” 

Meanwhile, news from Brussels is 
that the Six are themselves running 
into difficulties about negotiations with 

Britain. I understand that the French 

are demanding an explanation from 

Britain of its agricultural proposals 

before the negotiations begin. 

This would seem to be really a delay- 
ing tactic because the French fear that 
early British entry would wreck the first 
common agricultural proposals. These 
proposals—for a levy system on grain, pig- 
meat, poultry and eggs, and compulsory 
grading for fruit and vegetables—are due 
to start on July 1, 1962, but have not 
yet been finally agreed by the Council 
of Ministers.

TWO-WAY FERTILITY CHECK 


Both Bulls and Inseminators Assessed 


Monthly by Milk Board 


OES the artificial insemination service record the success rates of its 
inseminators as well as the conception rates of its bulls, asked “ Blythe ” 
recently. So far as the Milk Board is concerned, it certainly does. A 

spokesman said last week that both bulls and men are checked every month. 
The headquarters staff at Thames Ditton are busy investigating any bad 
performances within 10 days. 

The procedure for this two-way check 
is now almost automatic. Each month 
tabulated figures for each bull’s non- 
return rate and the average non-return 
rate for the centre or sub-centre are 
worked out. Reports on all bulls which 


are 5 per cent or more below centre 
average are with the Board’s Chief Veter- 
inary Officer within 10 days. 

Similar reports are submitted on each 
inseminator whose success rate is 5 
per cent below centre average. 

A poor performance might be due to 
an inseminator having used an unusually 
high proportion of bulls with low con- 
ception rates or of frozen semen. 

If there is no evidence of factors such 
as these and the poor performance con- 
tinues, the man is sent for a period of 
re-training. The Board has sometimes 
found that even experienced operators 
can develop a faulty technique—possibly 
through getting “too good” at the job 
and taking short cuts. 


| Low Turnover

by the monthly check-up, turnover in the 
Board’s staff of more than 600 insemina- 
tors is low, and over 60 per cent have 10 
or more years’ service. 

With inseminations from M.M.B. cen- 
tres exceeding 14 million each year, the 
top Production Division men at Thames 
Ditton are quick to spot any falling off 
in fertility. For repeat services not only 
hit the breeder—they immediately put up 
artificial insemination service costs.

An 
attack like this often leaves a damaged 
heart valve and the strain of subsequent 
pigging may well finish her off. 


* * * 


HAT in fact happens is that during 

the high fever stage, the erysipelas 
germs (called the Erysipelothrix rhusio- 
pathe) invade the bloodstream, and 
some of them quite frequently lodge 
themselves in the folds of the heart 
valve. 

There they multiply and grow, and even- 
tually produce a cauliflower-like growth 
which we describe as a “ verrucose en- 
docarditis.” This growth prevents the 
closing of the valve; blood wells back 
at each beat and the heart becomes en- 
larged and incompetent, producing what 
we describe as “ erysipelas heart.” 

About 10 per cent of affected sows 
develop bad hearts for which there is 
no cure. But prompt treatment of the 
acute cases with a massive dose of anti- 
biotic will lower the temperature within 
a few hours, and will prevent the 
majority of heart growths developing. 

By “prompt” I mean that you should 
get your veterinary surgeon in as soon 
as the pigs are seen to be off their food 
—especially the breeding stock. 

Summertime is usually the worst time for

outbreaks, for this reason. A large per- 
centage of completely normal pigs are 

“carriers” of the erysipelas germ. The 
germs live in various glands throughout 
the pig’s body and are passed out in- 
termittently in the dung. 

The hot, humid weather seems to favour 
the growth of the bugs and acute cases 
develop. During the acute fever strong 
germs come out in all the natural dis- 
charges, dung; urine, etc., and other 
pigs in the same pen are liable to catch 
the disease which is contagious, but not 
acutely so. In other words, the contact 
pigs don’t always get it. 

In the case where all the gilts are poten- 
tial breeding stock, I’d certainly advise 
injecting the other pigs against it. A 
dose of antiserum (not vaccine, which is 
something quite different) gives them im- 
mediate protection for about six weeks. 
I emphasize protecting the breeding 
stock simply because of the bad hearts, 
but for pigs going off for pork or bacon 
I think it’s more economical to risk 
the in-contacts and treat any that occur. 

Regarding the degree of attack, you can 
get a subacute and a chronic type. The 
chronic cases are those with the heart 
growths. It’s difficult or impossible to 
detect them in the early stages because 
the typical signs usually only appear 
after some form of stress. 

After farrowing, or after being chased 
round, the pig behaves as though it has 
pneumonia, with rapid distressed 
breathing. The ears may turn blue. 

Occasionally after farrowing the sow may 
not breathe heavily but may only go off 


her food. She will lie about and her 
ears will be ice-cold to the touch. How- 
ever, if you do force her to move about, 
the heavy breathing and discolora- 
tion soon manifest themselves. 


Such cases are usually hopeless, though 
heavy doses of antibiotic might occa- 
sionally keep the sow going long enough 
to rear the piglets to eating stage. If the 
odd sow appears to recover completely 
then it is unwise to breed from her 
again. 


OW the subacute cases, to my mind, 

are the most insidious of all and in 
some areas the most common, and 
many of them go undetected. 


The outstanding symptom (and very often 
the only one) is lameness or stiffness. 
What sometimes makes the diagnosis 
tricky is that the lameness may be con- 
fined to one leg. 

What happens is that the germs actually 
get into the joints and produce an 
arthritis. Unless the arthritis is 
treated early it rapidly becomes incur- 
able. Naturally enough, when only one 
leg is affected the owner often thinks 
it is a sprain and does nothing about 
it. So, whenever you have lameness in 
your pigs, always consult your vet, 

And there is danger to the other stock, 
to lambs especially. There, too, it takes 
the subacute form and affects the joints 
in exactly the same way as in pigs. 
In lambs you usually get it around 12 
weeks, and we call it “Stiff Lamb 
Disease.” Humans can get it, too. In 
fact, my wife’s aunt has had erysipelas. 

In humans the bug usually needs a wound 
to grow in and in her case it got in

AN it possibly pay?” is the question asked when sheep housing is dis- 
cussed. The answer is yes, if a sufficiently intensive system is devised.

Not in Summer 

In such conditions, housing may well 
be worth while. But if they are to be 
summer-fattened, the proposition is 
hardly attractive as warm weather and 
cheap grass should be available. 

In Britain at present, only the Dorset 
Horn will take the ram other than in the 
autumn. However, it has been suggested 
that ent are certain strains in other 
breeds which possess this ability. Find- 
ing such strains could be a useful line of

the Dorset Horn breed can be used to 
produce lambs during the late autumn and 
winter. 

Housing such ewes and lambs over the 
winter could be profitable if it resulted in 
rapid fattening of lambs which would 
meet the high spring prices. 

If other breeds are used, it is possible 
to bring them into season either by hor- 
mone injections or by artificially shorten- 
ing the length of daylight which is re- 
ceived. It is this shortening of the days 
in the autumn which brings ewes into 
season then. 

In theory, therefore, if ewes could be 
kept under artificially controlled light 
conditions, as are poultry, it ought to be 
possible to bring them into season at any 
time of the year, and more frequent lamb- 
ing could be cbtained. 

Housing would obviously be essential 


Indoors with artificial aids 


for light control, and such a building 
could be designed specifically to provide a 
steady year round output of fat lamb. 

Housing would also facilitate adoption 
of early weaning techniques which could 
be usefully coupled with more frequent 
lambing. 

Experience in France, coupled with 
experimental work over here, suggests 
that nutrition is often the limiting factor 
in fleece growth—do a sheep better and 
it will grow more wool. Low tempera- 
tures themselves are not responsible for 
encouraging wool growth. A shorn 
sheep is the most susceptible of all farm 
animals to cold. 

Such an animal on a low plane of nutri- 
tion is likely to have a critical temperature 
of about 25 deg C. (below this temperature 
it will be metabolising its own tissues to 
maintain itself). 


After Shearing 

Ewes which have been housed after 
shearing will do their lambs better than 
those kept under more rigorous conditions 
and if they are housed, it could be econ- 
omic to take a wool clip from the older 
lambs. 

It appears that housing sheep could 
well be sound economics; and drawn up 
here is a budget comparing the financial 
results of an culate an early fat lamb 
breeding flock compared with results that 
might be obtained from housing the flock, 
for at least part, if not all, of the year, 
and using artificial aids to fecundity.

ARVESTING and storing pota- 
toes in one-ton boxes (which 
may save up to eight handling 

movements and reduce building costs 
of stores) is already arousing much in- 
terest among growers. The method is 
to be shown for the first time at an 
N.A.A.S. demonstration on 14 Sep- 
tember at Mr. A. S. Rickwood’s Blunt 
Farm, Chatteris, Isle of Ely. 

It has been developed by the N.A.A.S. 
eastern region machinery department 
under Mr. H. J. Hine’s direction, based 
on a study of American methods made by 
assistant machinery officer Mr. Norman 
Smith. 

Potato harvesting in boxes or stillages 
began with Scwt crates that now involve 
a capital cost of about £8 a ton. The 
next step was to 10cwt boxes. They were 
cheaper per ton, but they sank into the 
ground and had to be fitted with metal 
side plates for lifting. This absorbed 
much of the saving over 5cwt boxes. 


Long Life 

One-ton (2,0001b) boxes have been used 
in America for some time. Mr. Norman 
Smith saw some in use that had been used 
for eight years. 

They are taken to the fields on lorries 
or trailers, filled from harvesters, taken 
to the store and then fork-lifted off and 
tipped. 

American boxes are of }-in thick oak 
boards, with the pressure of weight of 
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contents taken by high tensile wires 
stapled round. 

The same principle has been broadly 
followed in the N.A.A.S. development 
but with different details of box construc- 
tion and with the idea of ing the pota- 
toes stored in boxes to uce handling 
and store costs to the absolute minimum. 

Empty boxes will be taken to the field 
on trailers or lorries, filled in situ, then 
brought back to the store on the same 
vehicles. They will then be off-lifted by 
fork-lift and stacked in store, three boxes 


No Ducts 

Stacking and storing in boxes is ex- 
pected to reduce store building costs con- 
siderably. There will be no wall-thrust 
to allow for; there will be more scope for 
natural ventilation, and no ducts should 
be necessary. 

These advantages have yet to be in- 
vestigated thoroughly. The N.AAS. 
hope is that a box cost of £4 a ton for 
one-ton boxes, plus a building cost of 
no more than £4 a ton for a store, will be 
_ possible. This will compare favourably 
with systems that can cost up to £7 10s 
a ton for store building costs alone. 

Storing in boxes, if sufficient space is 
allowed, can make potato storage possible 
on warehouse lines—with varieties kept 
separately and each available for market- 
ing at the appropriate times. 

Removal from store will involve fork- 
lifting the boxes again and transporting 
them to the soak tank or grader. 

At this point the N.A.A:S. intention is 
to suggest a tipping device. One is being 
made up at Cambridge and should be 
ready for the demonstration. 


Tip Cage 

It will take the form of a welded frame 
L-shaped cage to hold a one-ton box. 
This cage will be tipped by an hydraulic 
ram operated by a 3 h.p. electric motor. 
The operation should take only 30 
seconds; then the cage will return to 
normal position with the empty box. 

A possible refinement of this is the fit- 
ting of rollers to the cage floor so that a 
full box being put into it by fork-lift will 
automatically push out the empty box 
which will then roll down a conveyor to 
floor level. 

Materials for the unit being developed 
at Cambridge have cost £43. The estimate 
is that the unit can be built for £150.

Economists W. J. Dunford and R. C. Rickard 
pinpoint the best stage at which to sell a piece of machinery 


OSTS involved in owning and operating any machine are of three kinds : — 
the purchase price; the repair costs necessary to maintain it in efficient 
working order and the running costs, comprising fuel and servicing 

expenses. Of these, only the first two (purchase price and repair costs) need 
concern us since it is assumed that repairs will include such maintenance as will 


render both quality of service and run- -— 


ning costs constant. The latter are 
therefore considered to be unrelated to 
length of working life. 

The longer a machine is kept, the 
greater will be the iod over which its 
initial price is spr At the same time, 
repair costs will be incurred at an 
increasing rate. The total of the purchase 
price the accumulated repair costs at 
— stage in the machine’s life may for 

purpose, | , conveniently be termed 
i “holding cost.” 

We have taken a medium Diesel tractor 
costing £600 new, as an example, and we 
have prepared a typical schedule of 
cumulative repair costs over its life,

cost of the tractor is shown in diagram- 
matic form above. 


Cost Curve 

The initial and replacement price of 
the tractor (£600) is shown at point P 
on the vertical axis. By adding succes- 
sive cumulative -_ of repair costs to 
the initial price, the holding cost curve 
PH is obtained. The slo oy PH sam seen 
to steepen over its 
cost increases with age. Thus, at 2,000hrs, 
holding cost is £635, aaa holding cost per 
hour worked is £635 divided by 2,000. 
This equals 6.35 shillings per hour. 

Assuming no second-hand value to be 

realizable, the optimum time of replace- 
ment is seen to be at T, after 4,500 hours, 
at which

which has worked 2,000 hours (shown 
by point S on the horizontal axis) and is 
undecided whether or not to replace it by 
a new one. 


Holding Cost 


In order to achieve an average holding 
cost no greater than he would have 
incurred had he kept it until point T, 
he would have to receive a second-hand 
value of £235, represented by the line IJ. 
This restores him. to the minimum average 
holding cost of 4s. The distance be- 
tween the holding cost curve PH and the 
minimum average cost line OG can be 
regarded as the lowest exchange value 
which ould induce the owner to consider 
replacing the existing machine with a new 
one, 

Extracts at intervals of 500 hours from 
the data presented in the diagram are 
shown in Table I. 

The column on the right of the table 
shows the minimum exchange value re- 
quired to attain an average holding cost 
equivalent to that obtainable had the trac- 
ee been’ kept until it had worked 4,500 

ours. 


Tax Allowances 


Under present conditions there are fac- 
tors other than the initial and replacement 
price and the cumulative repair cost which 
must be taken into account. Of these, 
the most important are probably income 
tax allowances, the need to keep up to 
date with technical improvements rhe 4 
increased risk with age of mechanical 
failure. 

The question of income tax is very 
much to the fore. The substantial capital 
allowances which are frequently available 
in the early years of a machine’s life are 
thought of as a strong inducement to a 
more frequent replacement of machinery.

Old Risk 

The risk of mechanical failure increases 
as a machine gets older.

Although breakdowns wil! be minimized 
by proper attention to maintenance and re- 
pairs, failure cannot be ruled out entirely.

Pedigree and Performance 


HEN Mr. 7. A. Taylor returned 
to Trinity Hall Ve gon Se Fordham, 


Cambridgeshire, in 1946 after war ser- 
vice, he bought some ee British 
Friesian heifers to build up a new 
herd. The first two to calve both pro- 
duced red and white heifers and these 
have been the foundation of the present 
Fordham herd of Red and White 
Friesians. 

Mr. Taylor thought he had “ some- 
thing extra” when these two “ wrong 
colour”? beasts proved to be 2,000 gal- 
loners (and, later, 50-ton yielders). So 
he decided to build up a red and white 
Friesian herd. 

First, however, he had to form a 
new breed society so that red and white 
bulls could be licensed. This he did, 


by December 1951, and meantime col- 
lected red and white Friesian calves in 
readiness. 

Among the notable bulls used in the 
herd has been Fordham Endeavour, 
grandson of Manningford Faith Jan, 
sire of the world-record-yield cow. 
Endeavour’s dam became a 50-ton pro- 
ducer and gave a yield of 1,626 gallons 
at 3.91 cent butter-fat with her 
sixth calf. 

Endeavour’s first seven daughters 
have recently come into the herd and 
their completed first lactations show 
an average increase of 455 gallons over 
their dams’ first-calf yields under 
identical management.

In the unrestricted class for medium- 
sized cross-bred flocks, another Co, Dur- 
ham farmer, Mr, R. Snowdon, takes first 
prize at his first attempt. His lambing 
average of almost 206 per cent (138 lambs 
from 67 Greyface ewes) was achieved des- 
pite the handicap of three barren ewes and 
eight ewes with only single lambs. 

Other newcomers to the prize lists are 
Messrs. J. Bullimore and Son, of Gordon, 
Berwickshire, whose flock led the un- 
restricted class for large cross-bred flocks. 
Messrs. Bullimore keep Scotch Half- 
Breds, and their 391 ewes reared 726 
lambs, a percentage of 185.678. 

With bonus points (awarded in this 
class on the basis of one point for each 
full 20 ewes mated above 121, with a 
maximum for any flock of 20 points), the 
flock scored 198.678 points. 

Messrs. Bullimore’s 484-acre farm is 
managed solely by 25-year-old - Mr. 
Douglas Bullimore. The farm is devoted 
to raising store lambs and suckled calves. 

Championship awards will be 
announced next week, together with 
details of the hill class winners. 


At a meeting held in Inverness it was the 
Isle of Skye F.U. representatives that led 
the call for heavier penalties.

Pig Expansion is is Slowing 


IGNS are evident of an end to the 
recent expansion in breeding pig num- 
bers. The latest Ministry census gives 
a figure of 629,000 sows and gilts in Eng- 
land and Wales at the beginning of August 
—only 2,000 more than was the case a 
month earlier, 
During April and May the rise was of 
the order of 13,000 a month. 
This latest total of 629,000 is around 
20,000 less than the comparable figures for 
1957 and 1958, but it is 60,000 more than 


the figures recorded in August of the past 
two years. 

In-pig gilts fell in number between the 
July and August counts—from 120,000 to 
110,000. Even so this was more than in 
the same month of most recent years. 

Because of the previous rapid rise in 
breeding females, the total pig population 
was still going up sharply last month. 

The total of just under 5m was about 
400,000 up on last year, on a par with 
August, 1959.

than real and a consequence of the comparative prosperity of agricul- 

ture as a whole. Many of them might in fact find a continued existence 
difficult in a period of depression,” Dr. Alan Robertson, Edinburgh, told the 
agricultural section of the British Association which continued in Norwich last 
week. In a challenging address he raised the question of what should be the 
function of a breed society at the present day and widened the question to ask: 
“What is the proper function of the State in live stock improvement? ” 

As many would already know, said Dr. =o 
Robertson, he held the view that the 
— bull and boar licensing operations 
of the Ministry were academic exercises 
which had very little effect on the live 
stock of this country. 

Critical decisions had been taken in the 
past by a comparatively small number of 
people in each breed, and in the future 
would be to an increasing extent taken by 
those in control of A.I. 

As a constructive suggestion he hoped 
that the future would be found to lie in 
a much closer co-operation between 
breeders, commercial producers and A.I. 
authorities. 


Main Hindrance 

Dr, Robertson said he saw the prob- 
lem as primarily one of communication 
between the pedigree breeders who bred 
foundation stock and the commercial pro- 
ducers who converted their offering into 
profit. He had felt for a long time that 
the main hindrance to genetic improve- 
ment in many of our types of domestic _ 
live stock was primarily a sociological one 
and not ignorance of genetics. 

The breeder would breed what the pro- 
ducer demanded and paid for. But did 
the producer always know what he 
wanted ? 
sort of animals that he bought, strictly 
in terms of profit? 

In some cases, as in the dairy cow, he | 
might be able to do this with some | 
accuracy, but he might be tempted to use 


(CC tian real and prosperity of our breed societies is perhaps more apparent

It was in beef cattle that the problems of 
communication were great indeed. The 
trouble was that breeding was aimed 
primarily at the big sales at Perth and 
Hereford.

Not all the Problems 
are Solved this Way 


AVING spent a good many years advising farmers how to use farm 
accounts to improve their profits, I was naturally very interested in the 


series of articles on “ This Farming Business 


” (Aug 29, p. 85 onwards) 


and particularly in the “Gross Margin” system expounded in those articles. 


This system is, of course, not entirely new. 


It is merely the old farm costings 


system, commonly used by farm economists in the 1920’s, but with some of the 
hard work taken out of it by omitting the splitting up of labour and “ fixed costs ” 


between the different enterprises. 
Although a useful farm management 
tool in many respects, there are two 
major snags in it of which, I feel, it 
is only fair that farmers should be 
aware. 
The calculation of 
margins re- 
moire de- 
records than 
most farmers are 
willing to keep, 
e.g., feeding records 
to enable total food 
costs including 
home-grown foods 
to be split between 
different kinds of 
live stock. Of 
course, every tar- 
mer ought to keep 
these records, but

The separate components of a motor 
engine may all be in perfect running 
order, but if the engine itself is badly 
designed it will sull give a poor perfor- 
mance. The same applies to a iarm busi- 
ness. Take, for example, the tollowing 
figures for a hypothetical 100-acre farm, 
employing the farmer and one man, and 
running a herd of 25 dairy cows plus fol- 
lowers and growing 25 acres of corn.

Both the gross margins and the fixed 
costs are reasonable for a farm of this 
size, but there is no profit. And, as the 
gross Margins per acre on corn and milk 
on this farm are the same (£25) nothing 
would apparently be gained by switching 
from one to the other 


Not Intensive 

The method of analysis devised at 
Reading University, and widely used in 
the South-Eastern Region of the N.A.A.S. 
—a method which requires no elaborate 
records—would have made it plain that 
the farming system is not intensive 
enough for a farm of this size. 

Step up the grassland fertility and buy 
more concentrates to carry another 10 
cows—-which could easily be managed 
vith the same labour force efficicntly or- 
ganized—and profits could be expected 
o go up by £500 a year cven if the gross 
margin per cow on the additional cows 
vas only £50. 

This is the kind of problem worry- 
ing many small farmers which the 
“ gross margins ” system does not really 
solve.

In addition to 
the treatment, it is most essential to scrape 
and clean all the rubbing places with a 5 
per cent solution of washing soda tn near- 
boiling water, and to follow this with a 
strong disinfectant, or the application of 
the flame from a painters’ blow lamp. 
First of all, all crusts, scales and scabs, 
must be got rid of with hot water, soap 
and soda, and this may be followed by 
painting or spraying the bald patches and 
a wide margin around with a 2 per cent 
solution of formalin in water. In addition 
it is advisable to spray the whole body 
with the above solution, Several such 
washings may be necessary to effect a 
cure.—Vet. 
BIGGER NOT BETTER 
My ram seems keen, but his testicles are 
swollen. What is your advice as to 
what to do?—-M. O. 
If the testicles are tender to the touch, 
the ram should not be allowed to serve 
any ewes, because it would prove injurious 
to him, and he would be unlikely to prove 
fruitful. A mere swelling of the scrotum 
is of little significance, but inflammation 
of the testicles is serious, and may very 
well terminate in permanent sterility of 
ihe ram.—Vet. 


SOUND ADVICE 
Some calves are out at grass. When should 
I bring them in to avoid their picking 
up husk?—T.R 
Husk is caused by the lung-worms. The 
infected larvae of these worms are picked 
up with the grass in the spring and early 
summer, and reach the lungs about this 
time of. year, so at the first signs of 
coughing the calves must be taken up and 
housed for extra good feeding and treat- 
ment. The latter should be left to a 
veterinary surgeon who has all the newest 
remedies at his disposal.—Vet.

HALF-TIME CHANGE

AUTUMN GRASS 
What should good late summer 
autumn grass be worth for milk pro- 
duction?—-E. G. (Surrey). 
At the present time good grass should 
provide maintenance plus 14-2 gallons and 
this could rise to 3 gallons if the normal 
September and early October “ flush” is 
good. De not overestimate grass value 
in the autumn, however. Grass value 
generally drops markedly for milking cows 
in late October or early November, and 
it is always wiser to start feeding some 
hay and then other bulky foods a little 
early rather than too late.—R. K 


SWEEL TOOTH 
Please advise on the use of good quality 
sweet biscuit meal for AG 
(Devon). 
Sweet biscuit meal can be used for pig 
feeding, but it should preferably not ex- 
ceed 35 to 40 per cent of the total ration, 
the rest being made up with barley or 
other cereal, and preferably include some 
weatings. The biscuit meal is very palat- 
able and pigs may have their growth 
checked if the supply is suddenly reduced. 
It is also highly concentrated, and because 
it may become rather sticky, it is an 
advantage to include some weatings in the 
ration.—H.° R. 


KEEP FOR COWS 
Is it true that rape grazed by sheep upsets 
them? What about cows?—f. * 
Aberdeen). 
We have this year experienced trouble. 
After two days on the rape the sheep 
have obviously been unhappy and we felt 
obliged to move them immediately. In 
our case the rape had also been sown as 
crop. for smal] seeds and as we were un- 
able to eat it all with the sheep, we have 
since eaten it with the dairy cows. The 
cows had half a day grazing on the rape 
and the rest of the day on ordinary pas- 
ture. The cows suffered no ill effects and 
have eaten well.—R. J. H.

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TIMELY TIP 


CCORDING to the contract with 

the factory, plans should be put 
in hand to begin lifting sugar beet. 
Beet tops contain 15-17 per cent of 
dry matter which ts rich in protemn and 
sugar and they can be fed in place of 
roots 

In feeding value 25ib of beet tops 
are the equivalent of 40lb of mangolds. 
Fresh beet tops contain oxalic acid and, 
if fed to stock, will cause severe scour- 
ing. This is avoided by wilting for 10 
days. 

An acre of tops will feed 100 sheep 
for a week, whilst a 10cwt bullock 
will consume about 1001b daily. For 
dairy cows the ration should not ex- 
ceed 40/b tops, which are best fed on 





pasture after the morning milking.

MALLER poultry breeders are unable to produce standardized hybrids

HERE are many advantages in August- 

hatched chicks, maintains Mr. W. F. 
Wood, P.A.O. of Yorks-Lancs N.A.A.S 
region. With day-old pullets cheaper and 
warm nights to give trouble-free rearing 
he believes there are obvious economies. 
But one of the biggest advantages is that 
of rearing at a time of reducing day- 
length so the birds come into lay with the 
lengthening light. 

They need no artificial lighting until 
the following July when the longest day 
length should be maintained. A further 
advantage is that though they come into 
lay when egg prices are low, this is bal- 
anced by the fact that small eggs fetch 
very little less than large eggs at that time 
of the year. Properly handled August- 
hatched chicks, he thinks, can give the 
highest cash return.

MRS. FRED SCOTT 


Kent farmer’s wife, co-director, 
sports-fan and mother of five 


WO energetic and lively minded parents with an equally 

energetic and lively minded family of five—that is the 

Scott household at West Moor, Rainham, Kent. And 

while there is always a warm welcome for friends and relations 

who call in, they are very much a family well content with their 
own company. 

Mr, and Mrs. Fred Scott have a daughter and four sons, their 
ages ranging from eight to twenty-six and they thoroughly en- 
joy doing things together. Mr. Scott’s grandfather came down 
from Scotland to farm in Kent just over 100 years ago and his 
father rented West Moor, a 165-acre fruit and hop farm, in 
1900. Since his father’s death the farm has been bought and is 
now farmed as a limited company, Fred Scott (Rainham, Kent), 
Ltd., with Mrs. Scott and their eldest son, Fred, as co-directors. 

A past deputy and vice-President of the National Farmers 
Union, Mr. Scott is now vice-chairman of the Hops Marketing 
Board. He was chairman of the N.F.U. Headquarters publicity 
committee from 1946 to 1958 and has been a delegate to most 
of the conferences of the International Federation of Agricul- 
tural Producers since the Federation was formed in 1946. 

Mrs. Scott was born in Hampshire but went to live in Kent 
at the age of four when her father, an officer in the Royal Navy, 
was stationed at Chatham. She first met her husband while 
they were both still in the nursery and when they met again in 
their teens they found they had many interests in common— 
both liking the country life, walking and sports.

With only one Guernsey house cow they have not been tied to 
stock at weekends and watching football, especially supporting 
Charlton Athletic, is one of their favourite ways of spending a 
Saturday afternoon. Mrs. Scott played hockey until 1947 and 
continues to play a very good game of tennis. 

She and her husband walk miles on their holidays in Scotland 
and when she accompanies him to I.F.A.P. conferences abroad 
they like to find time to see something of a new country on 
foot, if time permits. 

They are both intensely interested in meeting farming people 
from other countries and Mrs. Scott is always thankful that she 
kept up her French after studying in Switzerland for a year at 
the end of her schooldays. She is also blessed with a retentive 


memory—a great asset when asked to give talks on her travels 
to the W.L. and other organizations. 

She alsp finds a good memory useful when a member of the 
family has lost something and she remembers having seen it in 
a most unlikely place in the house. 

Mrs. Scott has to be methodical, otherwise she could not get 
through all the work she does, but she makes a most com- 
fortable and relaxed home for her family. At present her 
daughter, who has an institution management job, is living at 
home and her eldest son, who works with his father on the 
farm, is always at home. 

Their next son, Philip, training to be a hop factor, also lives 
at West Moor for the time being and the two younger boys, Ian 
and Richard, are at boarding school. 


Nellie Wood, a family treasure, who has worked for the Scott 
family for 41 years, lives in and helps in the house. Cooking 
is her speciality, but Mrs. Scott undertakes all the washing and 
ironing for the family. 

Thirty-seven shirts in a week was her record last summer 
when all her menfolk were busy working on the farm. Yes, she 
uses a washing machine and finds ironing quite relaxing—“a 
good time for thinking,” she says. 

Mrs. Scott’s life has mever lacked variety. After leaving 
Rochester Grammar School, and spending a year in Switzerland, 
she became a dancing instructress and taught at schools in 
England and Scotland. After her marriage she was quick to 
learn about fruit and hop growing and helped her husband with 
some of the practical as well as the desk work. 

Until recently she was Commissioner of the East Medway 
Girl Guides and now helps regularly with the W.V.S. Meals on 
Wheels service and the local Darby and Joan Club. For a 
number of years she has also been President of the Rainham, 
Evening Group, Townswomen’s Guild. 

She is a governor of five local schools—the result of the very 
genuine interest she takes in children—but in spite of all her 
outside interests there is no place like home for Phoebe Scott. 
Walking around the orchards or working in her garden, with 
the family nearby, is her idea of bliss.

suggests some light but sustaining 
stews for cooler days 


TEW is a very_ welcome dish on a 
chilly day at this time of year. But 
if you don’t want to admit that the 

summer is Over, make it a veal stew 
which seems lighter and more summery. 
Many people think of veal as expensive 
but shin and breast of veal and the 
shoulder meat often sold as “pie veal” 
make excellent and quite economical cas- 
serole dishes. 
Here, for a start, is the world’s most 
famous veal stew, the Italian 
OSsO BUCCO 


2-24lb shin of veal Grated rind of 1 
2oz butter lemon 

1 gill cider or white Parsley and _ rose- 
wine mary 

4Ib stock Salt, pepper and 
1 tin tomatoes or sugar 

3Ib tomatoes, 1 clove garlic 
skinned and 


ET the butcher to saw the bones 

into 2in lengths for you. Heat the 
butter in a heavy pan and brown the 
pieces of veal lightly in it. 

When they are well coloured stand 
them up on end in the pan—the bones 
must remain upright so that the marrow 
does not fall out during the cooking—pour 
over the cider and the stock and add the 

















tomatoes. (You will need a little less 
stock if you use tinned tomatoes.) 

Season with salt, pepper and sugar, put 
in a small spray of rosemary and simmer 
gently until the meat is tender—about an 
hour and a half. This. dish is always 
served with risotto in Italy but you can 
substitute a bow! of fluffy boiled rice. 

The grated lemon rind should be mixed 
with the finely chopped parsley—you will 
need about 4 tablespoonfuls—and the 
very finely chopped garlic and sprinkled 
over the stew just before serving. If you 
like you can serve with it small pieces 
of toast on which you have spread the 
marrow. 


PROVENCAL VEAL STEW 


2b shin of veal 2 tablespoons 

1 onion chopped celery 

1 clove garlic leaves 

1lb tomatoes 1 teaspoon grated 
lemon rind

tomatoes, chopped celery leaves, grated 
lemon rind and salt and pepper to taste. 
Add just enough water to come level with 
the meat, cover and cook in a low oven 
for about 2 hours. 

The meat should be tender and the 
sauce fairly thick. If it isn’t thick enough 
remove the meat and cook uncovered for 
a few minutes at a very high heat until 
some of the moisture has evaporated. 
Then put back the meat and serve with 
spaghetti or rice.

BEAUTIFUL... 


If your nose is not your best feature 
try a little gentle deception 


ERY few of us are satisfied with 

the nose we were born with. Not 

many of us would go so far as to 
have it changed by surgery; but if we 
could change it in some painless, inexpen- 
sive way, we would certainly do so. 

Make-up enables us to do just that 
and here are some tips for dealing with 
problem noses. 

The nose that is too long can be made 
to appear shorter by using a darker 
foundation than that used on the rest of 
the face just beneath the tip of the 
nose. Some make-up experts recommend 
that rouge should be used for this, but 
unless applied with great skill this tends 
to look like a sore nose. 


* K * 


Widening the space between the eye- 
brows, by plucking the inner ends of the 
eyebrows with tweezers, also helps to fore- 
shorten the nose. The hair-style can help 
enormously. There should be fullness at 
the back of the head to give balance to 
the profile, width at the sides of the face, 
or a bouncy fringe on the forehead. 

A large nose can be minimised if the 


cheeks are highlighted with a foundation 
lighter than that used on nose, forehead 
or jawline. The rouge should be kept 
right away from the nose. The same kind 
of hair-style recommended for the long 
nose will also help to minimise the large 
nose. 

The broad nose can be made to appear 
very much more slender if the sides of the 
nose are given a darker foundation than 
the bridge. The same technique will help 
to make a short nose seem longer, a flat 
nose seem higher and more slender. If 
the nostrils are large and wide, however, 
apply your darker foundatien only at sides 
of nostrils. 

To make a high, thin nose seem fuller, 
on the other hand, lighten the sides of the 
nose with a light foundation, and apply 
your darker foundation to the bridge of 


the nose.

UR skulls are not solid bone. There 
are hollowed out portions, notably in 

the cheek bones and the forehead, known 
as the nasal sinuses. These hollows com- 
municate by small openings with the in- 
side of the nose and, in some people, they 
become chronically infected. The usual 
result is nasal obstruction and an un- 
pleasant discharge, with headaches. 

Sometimes such symptoms are so very 
slight that the infection may be un- 
suspected, and only discovered when there 
is a complete overhaul because a patient 
always feels run down and out of sorts. 

The infection may be discovered by an 
X-ray of the head, which shows that the 
sinuses are no longer translucent, or a 
doctor may discover it during an ordinary 
examination of the nose, 

As a rule the trouble is a hangover from 


constant colds, but the sinus in the cheek, 
known as the maxillary antrum, ma 
infected from an abscess at the root of one 
of the upper teeth, especially an eyetooth. 
Such a tooth, if crowned, or decayed, is 
generally better out, and removing it may 
cure the sinusitis. 

Treatment of sinusitis by antibiotics 
and by nose sprays is apt to be disappoint- 
ing. There is a poor b supply to carry 
the antibiotic to the spot, and the spray 
does not always penetrate the narrow 
opening. 

So the nose specialist generally has to 
wash the sinus out: a minor procedure 
carried out with a syringe inside the nose. 
In bad cases an operation may be needed 
to scrape away a badly infected lining 
membrane.

stimulate the general circulation in every 
possible way. 

One excellent way is to give yourself a 
dry friction with a — glove or rough 
towel. This should be done on rising, 
working from the extremities towards the 
heart. Spend a few odd minutes each day 
massaging the nose with finger and thumb, 
using a circular movement and working 
from nose to tip. 

If the nose becomes red after eating cer- 
tain foods, the chances are that indigestion 
is the cause. Avoid these and all highly 
seasoned foods and also fried foods. Eat 
your food slowly, chewing it thoroughly 
and, whenever possible, rest for a short 
time after meals. 


* * * 


Constant blowing of the nose will red- 
den it, and a sufferer from catarrh often 
has broken veins @n the nose. Tackle the 
catarrh. It is often a question of diet, and 
if you must blow your nose, blow it 
gently, one nostril at a time. 

Redness of the nose can be camouflaged 
with a heavy-type foundation. It may 
take a little time and a few experiments to 
find the exact tint which is most flatter- 
ing, but generally speaking it is a rose- 
beige colour. Some le find that a 
coat of pale green F gee er, sandwiched 
between two coats the usual tint, will 
hide redness successfully. 


* * * 


The shiny nose may be due to exces- 
sive oiliness of the skin but it may also 
be a dry shine caused by a skin which is 
too dry. To cope with the former, use 
astringent on the nose before making up, 
then apply the foundation lotion recom- 
mended for the oily-type skin. Apply 
your powder generously and leave on the 
nose for a minute or two before removing 
the surplus. It sometimes helps to powder 
the nose with fine oatmeal before applying 
your usual powder. 

If the nose shines because the skin is 
lacking oil and moisture, it is obvious that 
the dryness must be corrected by using 
creams which supply this lack. The use 
of an anti-shine preparation on the nose 
will help to hold the powder until treat- 
ment makes the skin more normal.

Season to taste, simmer uncovered until thick—about 15 
minutes longer—and stir in the chop parsley. Beat the 
egg yolks with the sour cream and gradually blend in the flour 
and a good pinch of salt.

The Open Road 


“Where Am I?” 


NLESS you are so timid that you only keep to main 
roads, you will sometimes lose your way and be uncer- 
tain where you are on the map. What do you do? 
First, the map must be set, that is, you turn it round until the 
two sides of the map, going towards the top edge, point due 


north. 

North is always indicated by the magnetic needle of a compass, 
but to compensate for the fact that it indicates magnetic north, 
turn the compass until the “N” is slightly to the right of the 
arrow. 

If you have no compass, remember that the sun is always due 
south at 1 p.m. (Summertime) and due west at 7 pm. If the 
weather is bad, the wind is usually from the south-west. Once 
the map is set, it will be much easier to find a pattern of map 
symbols corresponding with what you can see on the ground. 
For example, if you can see a line of pylons running from west 
to east, look on the map for one running from left to right 
horizontally. 

It will be easier still if you can see a known landmark. If, for 
example, you recognize a church tower to the north-east, draw 
a straight line on the map running south-west from it. You are 
somewhere on that line. If you can find another landmark to 
the north, draw another line south from it. Where the two lines 
cross, that is where you are. S. M.

All About Swifts 





FEW weeks ago when I happened to 

pop into town from the village where 
I live, I might easily have imagined my- 
self in Spain. Circling above my head 
were vast numbers of swifts, making the 
shrill cry which gives them the name of

are renowned for the length of time they 
can stay on the wing. Indeed, it is thought

Their ability to perch on the walls of 
buildings is due to the construction of 
their feet in which all four toes point for- 
wards. Because of this, the swift cannot 
perch on trees, the natural resting place 
for so many birds. 

As the swift rarely comes down to earth, 
a question often asked is how it collects 
material for a nest. The answer is that 
the straw, feathers and other oddments 
it uses are collected in the air, carried to 
the nesting site, and then glued together 
with saliva.
